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Senate Delays 
No-Fault Action 


HARRISBURG (AP) - The 
Senate put off action on the no­ 
fault car insurance proposal 
Monday as the compromise bill 
appeared to be facing more op­ 
position than the Shapp admin­ 
istration expected. 
“I’m not sure we can carry 
this compromise,” said Sen. 
William Sesler, D-Erie, the 
leader of the bill. “Frankly, 
I’m surprised by the attitudes 
of some of the senators.” 
The action was also post­ 
poned partly because of an an­ 
nual party given by Sen. 
George Wade, R-Cumberland, 
for the 50 senators. 
The compromise, worked out 
last Thursday, was supported 
publicly by the Pennsylvania 
Trial Lawyers Association, the 
main opponent of no-fault, and 
the insurance industry as well 
as the administration. 
Sources, said, however, that 
many trial lawyers, particular­ 
ly those from rural areas, are 
reportedly upset by the com­ 
promise and are continuing lob­ 
bying efforts against the bill. 
Sesler said if the Senate 
doesn’t 
approve 
the 
bill 
Tuesday, ‘‘we’ve had it. It’s go­ 
ing to be a knock-down drag- 
out fight. It’ll be close, but I’m 
hopeful.” 
The House, which had only a 
token session Monday, is ex­ 
pected to stay in session only a 
few days more and will adjourn 
for the year if the Senate con­ 
tinues to fumble the no-fault is­ 
sue.The administration’s schedule 
is for the Senate to make fur­ 
ther amendments on the com­ 
promise Tuesday, approve the 
entire bill Wednesday and send 
it to the House for final legisla­ 
tive approval Thursday. 


Sens. William Duffield, D-Fa- 
yette, and Austin Murphy, D- 
Washington, said they were dis­ 
satisfied with the compromise 
and plan to try to amend it, if 
it is approved on Tuesday. 
Sesler said the “crucial thing 
now is getting rid of” the' Duf­ 
field amendment, inserted last 
week, which extends no-fault 
type coverage to auto collision 
insurance. 
Sesler said the amendment 
would make collision insurance 
mandat017 which would raise 
car insurance premiums by an 
average of fid per cent for those 
people who do not now carry 
collision insurance. 
PAY BENEFITS 
No-fault, as wanted by the 
administration, would pay ben­ 
efits to accident victims auto­ 
matically only for injury to per­ 
son and not for damage to the 
car. That would be provided for 
as under the existing system. 
Murphy said he has a pack­ 
age of amendments ready to of­ 
fer to the compromise bill. 
The compromise plan calls 
for insurance companies to re­ 
duce their liability insurance 
premiums by 10 per cent. Lia­ 
bility insurance would be com­ 
pulsory. 
Accident victims would be 
paid benefits by their own in­ 
surance companies regardless 
of who caused the accident. 
The maximum coverage would 
be $10,000' to cover medical ex­ 
penses, loss of earnings and 
substitute services, such as a 
baby-sitter. 
A person could go to court to 
recover pain and suffering loss 
only if he had medical bills ex­ 
ceeding $1,000 or suffered per­ 
manent loss of bodily function 
or was severly disfigured.

The school district is offering 
hot lunches to elementary school 
students this year and the stag­ 
gered periods make it easier to 
accommodate the students.

Enemy Stages 


100 Attacks 


In Vietnam 
SAIGON (AP) — Enemy 
forces staged 100 hit-and-run at­ 
tacks across South Vietnam in 
a sudden upsurge of activity, 
and U.S. Navy jets attacked a 
North Vietnamese shipyard at 
Haiphong, the allied commands 
in Saigon reported Monday. 
President Nguyen Van Thieu 
met in secret session with Maj. 
Gen., Alexander M. Haig, Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s special envoy, to 
discuss talks in Paris and 
events in Indochina. As the 
men conferred for 2xk hours, 
Thieu repeated his regime's 
public positions on war and 
peace in a state of the nation 
address read for him at the 
opening session of South, Viet­ 
nam's National Assembly. 
The series of apparently 
coordinated attacks, most of 
them shellings of military posts 
or towns, were termed by one 
U.S. analyst, as “just continued, 
harassment.” But it was the 
first time in more than two 
montte that the North Vientam- 
ese or Viet Cong had launched 
so many widespread assaults. 
In, Thailand, U.S. spokesmen 
reported that 36 mortars were 
fired at Ubon air base, one of 
eight Thai bases from which 
American planes strike at 
North Vietnam. No casualties 
were reported at the base, 
some 300 miles northeast of 
Bangkok. 
Enemy mortar shells hit the 
airport at Kompot City in Cam­ 
bodia. A government spokes­ 
man said nine civilian air pas­ 
sengers were killed and another 
20 
persons 
wounded. 
The 
spokesman said one mortar 
round hit a Cambodia Air Com­ 
mercial DC3 passenger plane 
as it landed. However, crew­ 
men of other planes reaching 
Phnom Penh from Kompot 
after the attack said the plane 
was parked and taking on pas­ 
sengers when it was hit. 
The U.S. Command said 
Navy and Air Force jets flew 
more than 250 strikes against 
North Vietnam on Sunday, in­ 
cluding a raid on Haiphong 
Shipyard No. 3 which pilots 
said was left in, flam.es and bil­ 
lowing black smoke. 
In a delayed report, the com­ 
mand said an Air Force FI05 
was downed by a surface to air 
missile Friday 43 miles west of 
Hanoi, Both crewmen were list­ 
ed as missing. 
The command has reported 
losing 103 jets over the North in 
the six months of resumed full- 
scale bombing, and 108 Ameri­ 
can airmen have been added to 
the missing list. 
Haig, who arrived in Saigon 
on Sunday, is scheduled to de­ 
part for Washington on Tues­ 
day after meetings with top 
U.S. military officials, Am­ 
bassador Ellsworth Bunker and 
Thieu. The White House said 
Haig was sent here to review 
the political and military situ­ 
ation, but informants said the 
general’s chief purpose was to 
brief Thieu on the secret pro­ 
ceedings in Paris between Nix­ 
on adviser Henry A. Kissinger 
and North Vietnamese diplo­ 
mats.

Arms Agreement 
THURMONT, Md. (AP) - 
President Nixon played host to 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko for an overnight visit 
to Camp David Monday as they 
prepared to put into effect his­ 
toric arms-limitations agree­ 
ments. 
The two leaders will formally 
exchange instruments of ratifi­ 
cation at the White House East 
Room Thursday morning, with 
an array of top officials on 
hand. 
The invitation to Camp David 
came' as Nixon and Gromyko 
met for 70 minutes at the White 
House, beginning a round of 
meetings. 
It was at Camp David, in the 
Maryland mountains, that Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower and then So­ 
viet Premier Nikita Khrush­ 
chev held meetings in 1959. A 
brief era of good feeling that 
followed the meeting became 
known as the “Spirit of Camp 
David.”

Truth Sq u a d ' Se e k in g to Clear U p M a n a -Y o rk Errors

An unofficial “truth squad” is 
making its way through one 
section of the borough trying 
to clear up what it believes are 
major misunderstandings sur­ 
rounding the Mana-York code 
enforcement project. 
Pottstown Borough Manager 
Joseph D. Rauta declined, to 
state Monday whether members 
of the group are borough of­ 
ficials. He referred to members 
of the squad as "interested 
citizens.” 
The “citizens” are visiting' 
each of the 65 people who 
signed a petition asking Pott­ 
stown 
Borough 
Council, to 
abandon plans for the code 
enforcement project. 


Each of the 65 signers is a 
property owner in the area 
affected 
by 
the 
proposed 
project. The 65 represent 40 per 
cent of all property owners in 
that area and are opposed to 
tbe project for a variety of 
reasons. 
Many 
of 
those 
reasons, 
borough officials feel, are in 
error. 
Thomas Harwood, assistant 
borough manager and coor­ 
dinator of all federally-funded 
projects in Pottstown, said it’s 
a matter of pride for some of 
the project opponents, fear of 
losing their hom.es and fear of 
discovery 
of 
improvements 
made without, building permits. 
With such a large segment 
of the property owners in the 


project opposed to the un­ 
dertaking, members of Pott­ 
stown Borough Council decided 
to hold up progress on it, at 
least, until a full explanation can 
be given on what the project 
can and cannot provide. 
That is the purpose of the 
group 
now 
contacting 
the 
property owners in the project 
area. 


DELAY SIGNING 
In. the meantime,, borough 
council members decided to 
delay signing a contract with 
the " federal government for 
financing 
the 
project 
and 
agreed to postpone sending a 
-resolution to the state asking 
for its share of the 12’2 per 
cent of project costs. 


A second public hearing to 
provide a further explanation of 
the project was Sept. 18 in 
Lincoln Elementary School But 
it failed to produce the desired, 
effect. 
It wras after the second 
hearing that the petition of 
opposition was submitted to 
council. 
Harwood said one of the 
biggest 
fears 
by 
property 
owners as inspectors go through 
the project, area is that their 
homes will be condemned and 
ordered torn down — much like 
in urban renewal., 
But Harwood stressed this 
wouldn’t be 
the case and 
pointed: 
out the Mana-York, 
effort would not be an urban 
renewal project. 


“Therefore we would not 
receive federal funds to pur­ 
chase properties for the purpose 
of demolition and the borough 
certainly couldn’t provide the 
money.” 
He said that even if the 
borough did have the money, 
it wouldn’t have the authority 
to order good buildings torn 
down SO' the property could be 
redeveloped, 
“That's a function authorized 
only to the Montgomery County 
Redevelopment Authority,” he 
said, “and the redevelopment 
authority will not be1 involved 
in the Mana-York project.” 
On the basis of preliminary 
studies made in the area, he 
said, no homes are scheduled

Most of the decisions affecting the lives 
of area residents are m ade outside of 
Pottstown. 


M any of Pottstow n’s industries and 
stores have their headquarters in distant 
cities and states. 


Most of the laws affecting area people 
are m ade in H arrisburg and W ashington, 
and even local m unicipalities and schools 
a re subject to outside regulation. 


But the United Fund is strictly a local 
organization. 


The volunteers who m ake up the United 
Fund are all local people. 


E very cent raised by the fund for its 
m em ber agencies is earm arked solely for 
people in the greater Pottstown area. 


W hether the United Fund is a success 
or a failure depends solely on how well the 
citizens of the Pottstown area support it. 


It’s hard to knock the fund. 


Less than 10 per cent of the money 
raised by the fund goes toward cam paign 
and adm inistration expenses. Last year, 
the fund raised $271,000. About $27,000 of 
this money went to pay the salaries of the 
executive director of the fund and his sec­ 
retary, the rent for the UF office and the 
expenses of the cam paign, such as cam ­ 
paign letters and UF literature. 


The fund does not employ any adver­ 
tising or public relations agency to run its 
cam paign. It’s all volunteer work is done 
by civic-minded people in the area. 


The budget and the services of each 
agency supported by the fund is carefully 
scrutinized by the U F’s budget com m ittee. 
The budget com m ittee is composed, for 
the most part, of astute businessm en who 
determ ine which services contribute the 


the most to the well-being of the com m un­ 
ity. 


This year, the 23 agencies supported by 
the fund asked for $480,000. Without ques­ 
tioning the fact that all of this money could 
be put to good use, the com m ittee paired 
the requests down to $320,000. 


This y e a r’s goal reflects less than a 6 
per cent increase over last y e a r’s goal of 
$303,000, even though the fund is sup­ 
porting an additional agency this year, 
the Pottstow n Training Center, and even 
though m any agencies perform ed extra 
services this year because of the flood. 


Anyone who's ever been in the hospital, 
in the arm ed services, anyone who’s had 
a m entally retarded or disabled child, any­ 
one who’s gone to the “ Y ” for a swim or 
a sewing class, any fam ily that has had 
counseling for a fam ily problem , or any­ 
one who is old or is planning on getting 
old, has been or will be helped directly by 
the United Fund’s m em ber agencies. 


Everyone else has indirectly been help­ 
ed by the fund, since the service agencies 
m ake Pottstow n a better place to live and 
work. 


Because the United Fund is an inde­ 
pendent, non-governm ent organization, it 
is directly under the control of the area 
residents it serves. It can respond quickly 
and effectively to local needs. 


No one is required to m ake a burden­ 
some sacrifice to support the fund. 


Edw ard Pedrick, director of the fund, 
says th at if everyone gave one hour’s sal­ 
ary per m onth, or if salaried em ployes 
gave one per cent of their income, the 
fund would easily reach its goal. 


The M ercury believes that this is not 
too much to ask of anyone.

Prostate Surgery Varies

1 have been told that even­ 
tually I will need a prostate 
operation. The two doctors I 
consulted agree that this is 
necessary. They do not. agree, 
however, as to how it should 
be performed. Which type of 
operation is preferable? 
Mr. H.W., Colo. 


Dear Mr. W.: 
The diagnosis of your prostate 
condition has been established 
and 
the 
need 
for 
surgery 
determined by two specialists 
in the field. There are probably 
more 
than 
two 
types 
of 
operation that are acceptable 
and successful. 
The choice of the method 
depends on a variety of factors, 
all of which are taken into 
consideration before the time of 
surgery. The age of the patient 
and the exact reason for the 
removal of the prostate may 
make one operative procedure 
preferable to another. 


The fact that two different 
operations have been suggested 
does not mean that the doctors 
are 
at 
variance about your 
condition. Rather it does mean 
that each doctor balanced the 
advantages and disadvantages 
of one type of surgery against 
another and came to his own 
conclusion. 
One 
operation 
as 
Trans­ 
urethral 
Prostatic 
Resection 
lTUR» is done directly throuth 
the urethra, the tube which 
normally carries urine from the 
bladder. 
The 
second 
type 
is 
the 
suprapubic operation in which 
an open incision is made above 
the 
pubis. 
There 
are 
other 
types, too, all of which are 
specifically chosen in relation 
to the condition present in each 
individual case. 
All of these routes to the 
prostate 
can 
be

c e s s f u 11 y . The combined 
judgment of your doctors and 


your .surgeon should make the 
decision for you.

Dear Mr. W; kidney stones can 
be composed of calcium and 
uric 
acid 
deposits. 
Calcium 
stones show up on x-ray; uric 
acid stones, however, are not 
radio-opaque. This means that 
they are not seen as shadows 
by X-ray. 
T h e 
painful 
symptoms 
associated with kidney stones, 
especially those moving down 
through 
the 
urethra, 
are 
c l a s s i c a l 
and 
readily 
recognized. Even in the absence 
of X-ray confirmation, doctors 
treat the condition in virtually 
the same manner for calcium 
and uric acid stones.

Welfare System Shows Improvement 


By MASON DENISON 


H A R R I S B U R G - This 
column has, in the past, been 
critical of the welfare system 
in Pennsylvania, but we also 
believe that credit should be 
given when progress is made 
and when accomplishments are 
evident. 
And recently we have seen 
evidence of progress and ac­ 
complishments in the Depart­ 
ment of Public Welfare that 
deserve mention. 
Gov. 
Milton J. 
Shapp was 
elected 
governor 
because 
he 
promised to run the state like 
a business. 
Everyone figured 
that that included the Depart­ 
ment of Public Welfare, 
but 
bureaucracy is sometimes slow 
in changing. 
Now 
it 
appears 
that 
the 
bureaucracy 
is 
beginning 
to 


bend, and the citizens of the 
commonwealth 
are 
the 
big 
winners. 
A 
chronic 
problem 
in 
the 
department 
has 
been 
the 
issuance of replacement checks 
for 
welfare 
recipients 
whose 
original checks were either lost 
or stolen. Regulations tightening 
the 
issuance 
of 
emergency 
checks have reduced their rate 
of issuance from 51,153 a month 
in January to 43,901 a month 
in June. 
This will result in the savings 
of another million dollars in 
taxpayers’ money. 
To 
bring 
the 
number 
of 
emergency replacement checks 
issued even lower, the depart­ 
ment has begun the direct bank 
delivery 
system. 
This 
was 
inaugurated in three districts of 
Philadelphia and produced as 
estimated savings of $793,000. 


Rased on the success of the 
“direct delivery” system, the 
federal 
government 
recently 
announced that the Department 
of 
Health, 
Education 
and 
Welfare is considering following 
much the same procedure for 
its clients. 


A new double endorsement of 
replacement checks was started 
in Philadelphia in May and is 
expected to bring an additional 
savings of $250,000 a year. 


The most dram atic result of 
these 
efforts 
has 
been 
the 
drastic reduction in the public 
assistance rolls. January and 
February of this year showed 
the smallest increase since 1953. 
Then 
in the second half of 
March the number of persons 
receiving assistance began to 
decrease. 
The relief rolls are down, the 


direct 
delivery 
system 
has 
l o w e r e d 
the 
number 
of 
replacement checks issued, and 
Project 
SWEEP 
is 
getting 
ineligibles off the welfare rolls. 
In December of last year the 
d e p a r t m e n t introduced the 
s e c r e a t a r y 
of 
Welfare’s 
Eligibility Evaluation Program 
(SWEEPI to review the case 
records of welfare recipients on 
a counfy-by-county basis. 
So 
far reviews have 
been 
made 
in 
Butler, 
Chester, 
Lehigh, 
York, 
Lebanon 
and 
Berks 
Counties. 
Case 
record 
corrections 
in 
these 
counties 
have resulted in an anticipated 
savings of more than $1 million 
to the taxpayers of the Keystone 
State. 
On top of that, SWEEP is 
currently 
underway 
in 
five 
a d d i t i o n a l counties; West­ 
moreland, Delaware, Dauphin, 


Bucks and Montgomery and in 
seven districts of Philadelphia. 


The decrease has continued in 
every month since March, and 
to date the public assistance 
rolls have decreased by nearly 
21,000 individuals. 


In addition, a comparison of 
reports by the auditor general 
for 1970-7 Í and 1971-72 indicates 
that the rates of E lig ib ility 
have been reduced in 32 of the 
51 counties reporting. Overall, 
the rate of ineligibility in these 
51 counties has dropped more 
than 21 per cent, and over­ 
payments have dropped by 21.4 
per cent.

Mars May Provide Escape

In about three billion years, 
anyone who wants to stop the 
world and get off may have 
a place to go — Mars, 
By then, Earth won’t be a 
fit place to live, with oceans 
boiling and the atmosphere a 
high-pressure steam. But Mars, 
at least, would have about the 
same 
temperature 
as 
Earth 
today. 
This mind-stretching concept 
of escaping to the Red Planet 
emerges 
as 
scientists 
'begin 
a n a I y z i n g 
the 
startling 
photographs and other evidence 
radioed back to Earth from the 
u n m a n n e d 
Mariner 
9 
spacecraft, 
which 
has 
been 
orbiting Mars since November, 
1971. 
By now, Mariner 9’s cameras 
have zeroed in on every part 
of Mars’ surface, free of the 
huge 
obscuring 
dust 
storm 
whipped up by 200-mile-an-hour 
winds during the first weeks of 
the survey. 
The 
idea 
that 
men 
or 
whatever living organism might 
still exist three billion years 
from now might find a refuge 
or new home on Mars takes 
a lot for granted. 
A major 
requirement for life — as we 
know it — would be a hospitable 


atmosphere 
on 
Mars 
where 
none seems to exist today. 
B u t 
scientists 
may 
be 
reluctant to rule out anything 
in view of the surprises that 
have 
turned 
up 
in 
the 
photographs. 
They show an area of huge 
volcanoes with signs of recent 
eruption, suggesting the planet’s 
interior may be heating up. 
On Earth, it was this interior 
heating up — going on now for 
eons — that many think boiled 
out the gases that compose the 
atmosphere 
and 
water 
now 
covering most of the surface. 
Wispy clouds of water vapor 
drifting near some 
mountain 
tops are visible on Mars, and 
scientists believe there may be 
frozen water locked in a sub­ 
surface permafrost or in ice 
masses beneath the thick layers 
of frozen carbon dioxide cap­ 
ping the fridgid north pole. 
But no liquid water can now 
exist on Mars: the .atmosphere 
is too thin to keep it from 
evaporting 
immediately. 
Yet, 
scientists 
are 
intrigued 
by 
details in some of the pictures: 
signs of erosion 
by flooding 
water, 
such 
as 
branching 
tributaries of long-gone water 
runoff. 


One astronomer theorizes that 
if somehow Mars heated up to 
vaporize

dioxide, 
atmospheric 
pressure 
similar to Earth’s might be 
produced,

also 
would 
allow water to liquefy. 
Several hundred miles south 
and east of the giant Martian 
volcanoes 
is one 
end 
of

canyon that measures up to 75 
miles wide and 2,500 miles long, 
or almost 10 times the length 
of the Grand Canyon and four 
times as deep. Some believe the 
canyon may be the result of 
early continent-moving as Mars 
warms up.

When Carroll L. Mattingly, 
Potts town’s 
director 
of 
in­ 
spections 
said 
all 
clams, 
mussels and similar seafood 
sold in the borough were safe 
to eat despite an invasion of 
something called “the red tide.” 
he brought to light existence of 
a little-known law designed for 
just such emergencies. 
'“ Nobody can pick up a dam 
and determine where it was 
harvested,” 
Mattingly 
said, 
“But with the state and federal 
laws concerning clams, it is 
almost as easy.” 
Mattingly explained that state 
and federal laws require all 
dealers in claras and other 
shellfish to be licensed. Without 
the license they can’t operate 
and unless they follow the rules, 
they won’t have their licenses 
long. 


TAG ATTACHED 
The rules require that when 
clams, are brought of the water 
and placed in burlap bags they 
have to have a tag attached. The 
tag must remain with the bag 
until 
it 
reaches 
its 
final 
destination intact — either large 
restaurants or seafood retailers. 
Whoever removes the tag is 
required by law to keep it on 
file and open for public in­ 
spection for at least 60 days. 
The tag contains the license 
number of the distributor and, 
most importantly of all, the 
location where the clams were 
harvested. 
Mattingly said it was a simple 
mi alter for him to check with 
all the clam dealers in the 
borough and look at the tags 
after he was advised of the 
government warning. 
Shortly after news arrived in 
the borough last week on the 
federal government’s recall of 
certain clams, Mattingly, also 
Pottstown’s health officer, said 
people 
here had 
nothing to 
worry about... 


N EW EN GLAN D 
He 
pointed 
out 
that 
only 
clams and mussels harvested 
off the coasts of Maine, New 
Hampshire and Massachusetts 
since Sept.. 4 were subjected to 
the government’s recall action 
and 
warning 
against 
eating 
them. 
“They either came from New 
York, 
New 
Jersey 
or 
Con­ 
necticut, places where the red 
tide didn’t reach,” said the 
health officer, “so all of those 
in Pottstown are safe to eat 
and no more clams are being 
shipped 
from 
the 
affected 
states.” 
The red. tide was the name 
given by clam fishermen to a 
strip of millions of protozoans 
which appeared in the ocean 
near Maine, New Hampshire 
and Massachusetts. 
There' were so many of the 
organisms they created a huge 
red strip stretching along the 
coastline. 
The organisms infected clam 
beds and as a result, of people 
eating clams harvested there, 
33 reported cases of paralytic 
shellfish poisoning were report­ 
ed.

Pottstown View 


United Fund Needs $320,000 
Community Support Vital to So Many 


A local group of men and 
women wants 
to give away 
$320,000. 
But first the group has to 
raise it — from you. 
This year, the United Fund 
of Pottstown and 'Vicinity hopes 
to raise $320,000 to help support 
23 agencies in the greater Potts­ 
town 
area 
which 
perform 
services lor the community, 
The fund is operated by a 
board of 30 directors chosen by 
contributors at an annual meet­ 
ing in January. Anyone who 
contributed to the UF is wel­ 
come to attend and vote for the 
directors. 
Usually 100 people attend the 
meeting, according to Edward 
Pedrick, executive director of 
the fund. 
The directors are elected for 
three - year terms which are 
staggered so that 10 directors 
are chosen, each year. “The 
board nominates people for the 
board,” 
Pedrick 
said, 
“ and 
these people usually are chosen. 
But 
any contributor 
at 
the 
meeting can nominate people 
for directorships and the con­ 
tributors can. vote for anyone 
they want to.” 
Although this system might 
result in chaos, Pedrick said it 
works quite smoothly. 
The officers of the board, 
together with the immediate 
past president of the board, 
form the executive committee 
of the fund. 
The executive committee is 
responsible for directly running 
the fund and reports to the 
board at meetings conducted 10 
to 12 times during the year. 


Christmas 
Deadlines Set 
By Post Office 


Christmas is still more than 
two months away but. local 
postal 
officials 
already 
are 
looking ahead and planning for 
the 
large 
increase 
in 
mail 
volume and the busiest, time of 
the year, 
Foremost in their minds is 
the early deadline for overseas 
mail and mail for servicemen. 
Anthony 
Iezzi, 
officer 
in 
charge of the local post office, 
received 
the 
early 
mailing 
d e a d l i n e s 
Monday 
as 
established by the U.S. Postal 
'Service in Washington, D C. 
Iezzi said the postal depart­ 
ment mainly is concerned with 
the Far East where the bulk 
of overseas mail will be sent, 
but the dates would apply to 
all overseas mail. 
The deadline for surface mail 
including letters and Christmas 
cards is Oct. 25. with a two 
day grace period for parcels. 
This mail would be sent by ship 
and while it is the cheapest 
apd slowest way. 
The 
dates 
for 
air 
mail 
packages or letters or those 
sent by Parcel Air Lift (PAL) 
is Dec. 1. 
With PAL the mail would be 
sent by truck or train across 
country then airlifted as op­ 
posed to the fastest and most 
stable method, the direct air 
mail route, Iezzi said. 
With the overseas rush out 
of the way, postal officials can 
concéntrate on the large volume 
of domestic mail which begins 
in early December. 
The 
deadline 
for 
domestic 
mail is Dec. 10 for letters and 
parcels unless sent by airmail 
or special delivery which should 
to postmarked by Dec. 20 to 
assure delivery by Christmas.

is 
responsible 
for 
hiring 
an 
executive director who works 
full-time to oversee the fund’s 
operation. 
He 
must 
become 
familiar with the operations of 
each of the 23 agencies served 
by the fund and he must keep 
abreast of UF operations in 
other 
communities 
for

Two other committees form 
the heart of the fund. The 
budget committee meets with

agencies

discuss how much money each 
agency will need for the year 
and the campaign committee 
runs the annual fall campaign 
to raise funds. 
The 
budget 
committee 
Is 
made up of 26 members. Half 
are board members and the 
other 13 are people from the 
comm, unity 
at 
large. 
The 
chairman of the committee is 
Ellis Rietzel. publisher of The 
Mercury. 
Pedrick 
meets 
with 
each 
agency and examines its budget 
before the UF budget meeting. 


The agency discusses the ser­ 
vices it has performed, in, the 
past and often proposes new 
services. 
After Pedrick has met with 
all the agencies, each one meets 
with 
the 
budget 
committee 
during a four to six week period 
beginning in April and makes 
its request for funds. 
As the expert, Pedrick helps 
explain

Papers” the countryside around 
the

village, 
already known in the area as 
a retreat for artists, craftsmen

widely recognized as a spot 
where the picturesqueness of 
Pennsylvania in colonial times 


still survives. 
The Blrdi.ru.nvll.le Papers are 
the result of a collaboration 
between Shepherd and Lester 
Glen, 
who 
moved 
to 
Bir- 
chrunville from Michigan two 
years ago and “ was looking for 
a business to get into.” 
While 
househunting 
in 
the 
area he 
met 
Shepherd 
who 
moved: to the country from 
Philadelphia to concentrate on 
his painting. 
In deciding to do the “ Bir­ 
ch run ville Papers,” each man 
got what he was looking for. 
Making 
the 
drawings 
and 
paintings 
for 
the 
notepapers 
fitted in 
exactly 
with 
what 
Shepherd wanted 
to do and 
brought in some income, while 
Glen handled the production and 
marketing side of the project. 
Now the notepapers are sold, 
to 1.700 mailorder subscribers 


and retailed in 800 shops and 
the business is growing steadily. 
Shepherd recently moved to 
Berks County,, even further into 
t h e 
country, 
but 
the 
collaboration will continue “ as 
long as people are willing to 
buy,” he said. 
The first notepapers, sold In 
boxes of 12, were decorated 
with black and white pencil, 
s k e t c h e s .

Trojans 
An Old 
Grasp

‘T h is was tt hid one for us. U 'g were stumbling around 
a little bit. The kids haven’t had confidence, but I hope this 
gives it to us." 
The quote, you might assume, belongs to Bill 
Rogers, who engineered his first head coaching vic­ 
tory for Pottstown High Saturday in a 28-0 blitz of 
Pottsgrove. 
The Trojans were 0-3 going into the game, 0-2 if 
you discount the opener they forfeited. And in the two 
times they played, they had managed to push over 
just one touchdown. That’s what you call stumbling. 
Neither does an 0-3 start breed confidence. 
But no, the quote isn’t Rogers’, and it wasn’t 
even spoken after a high school game this week, or 
this season for that matter. 
John Schonewolf. who, lest we forget, knew' hard 
times before taking Pottstown to consecutive 10-1 sea­ 
sons and then departing for York Suburban High, 
authored the comment. 
He made it after the Trojans plowed under the 
Falcons 21-0 in 1908, when Pottstown also broke away 
to an 0-2 beginning. That win was the second in a 
string of five shutouts Schonewolf’s teams posted over 
Pottsgrove. Rogers’ whitewash extended the streak 
to six years. 
“I r e m e m b e r the 
game.” said Rogers, who 
w a s an assistant to 
Schonewolf in 1 9 6 8. 
"When I stood in the 
dressing room Saturday, 
I was thinking about 
that game.” 
“We played better this 
week than we did then. 
We made a lot of mis­ 
takes. but we reached 
our goal of 250 yards 
rushing. We said we 
wouldn't be satisfied with 
a win unless we gained 
that much.” 
The situation is ironic­ 
ally similar, Rogers ad­ 
mitted. and yet “entirely 
different.” 
"That year, we played 
all young kids, kids who 
shouldn’t have been play­ 
ing. We were in every game even though we went 
4-6. so it wasn’t really a bad year. We went 4-6 the 
next year with the same kids and that was a bad year.” 
Now, the Trojans have better football players than 
in 1968. according to the first year head coach, which 
is why he says the situation is different and why he 
hopes for better than a 4-6 record. 
“I think, we’re coming. I think we’ll be competi­ 
tive.” Rogers said Monday. "I was worried about our 
attitude, but things are a lot better now. It was like 
a mental block. The kids began questioning them­ 
selves. and once they do that, they sit back and wait 
for things to happen instead of making things happen." 
Simplicity on offense, with over-emphasis on the 
run. was the vehicle that put Rogers and the Trojans 
in the win column for the first time this year. 
“It seemed we were out there without the proper 
idea of how the game is to be played,” Rogers con­ 
tinued, “And that is that we want to be in better 
physical condition than the other team, we want to out- 
hit them, and we want to keep the offense simple.” 
Rogers reduced the Trojans multi-formation at­ 
tack to one basic formation and six plays, four of 
which they used in the second half when they scored 
22 of their 28 points. 
The Trojans also prepared for the Pottsgrove 
game without throwing a pass in practice all week. 
"The kids got the point that running is the im­ 
portant thing in a gam e." Rogers explained after 
running backs Bob Brown and Louis Green scored 
two touchdowns apiece—running. 
"But we won’t do that all year—we just wanted to 
overcome the emotional thing in our offense. At Down- 
ingtown this week, we'll throw a little more.”

LOS ANGELES—As proprietor of the Los Angeles 
Lakers, basketball cham pions of the hem isphere, 
Jack Kent Cooke is crushed when he reads reports 
that he will not talk to the celebrated personage, Mr. 
Wilt Chamberlain. 
Actually, the reports em anate from Chamberlain, 
who doesn’t always talk to everyone, either. 
But Cooke doesn’t hold grudges. 
“It is a terrible distortion of the facts that I will 
not talk to W ilt,” he said. “My door is alw ays open 
to Wilt. To the best of m y lim ited intellectual capacity, 
I will talk to him on any subject, except one—renego­ 
tiation of his contract.’’ 
In other words, if Chamberlain wishes to engage 
Cooke in a discussion, say, of Standard and Poor’s, 
or on the nutritional value of lichee nuts, or even on 
the fragile subject of love-at-first-sight, Jack will face 
him day and night. 


MAIN REASON 
“The only thing I won’t talk is contract,’’ said 
Cooke. “That’s chiefly because Wilt already has a 
contract. It is valid for another year." 
It isn’t to be assum ed, in his avoidance of Cham­ 
berlain, that the owner of the Lakers finds Wilt a 
dullard. 
“Chamberlain is a very engaging chap,’’ said 
Cooke. “I find him fascinating. And, during the tim e 
of our association, we have had many m eaningful 
talks.” 
On one occasion, for instance. Wilt engaged Cooke 
on the subject of Fowler’s Modern English Usage. 
Then they entered into a conversation on auto­ 
mobiles. 
For openers, Cooke dropped a Bentley Brougham, 
and Whit not only m atched him , but was able to ex­ 
plain m odestly that his model was a year newer than 
Cooke’s. 
Now Jack followed with a Rolls Silver Cloud, and 
Chamberlain countered with a M aserati. 
Conveniently, Cooke changed the subject to gour­ 
met food, drawing from Wilt a request for a recipe for 
the cookies that sat on the drawing room table. 
Festooned on top with half a cherry, they had 
been baked by Jack’s mother. 
“Actually,” Jack explained, “these are not cookies. 
They are biscuits.” 
It followed, inevitably, that a scholarly exchange 
developed over the difference between a cookie and a 
biscuit. 
So you can see that there is a history of dialogue 
between Cooke and Chamberlain, thus leading to des­ 
pondency on the part of Wilt when he wants to talk 
about m oney and Jack isn’t available. 
W hatever Chamberlain is earning, and the figure 
isn’t sm all, the owner contends that no adjustm ent is 
in order for the duration of the current contract. 
A point to be m ade in W ilt’s behalf is the uncom ­ 
plicated nature of his negotiations. 
They are neither politically nor racially m otivated. 
They aren’t in the interest of the revolution and 
they aren’t to further the cause of labor. 
Chamberlain negotiates for Chamberlain, his favor­ 
ite organization.
